Every indication points to the fact 
now’ that those people who did not 
get up in the small hours of the m orn­ 
ing to see the comet, will never have 
another opportunity to see it plainly . 
Astronomers say that it is grow’ing 
dimmer and that it has lost its tail. 
Observers at Yerkes Observatory 
in Wisconsin say that they saw the 
comet last night, but it was without 
a tail. 
It will in all probability be 
visible in the west tonight between 
the hours of eight and nine despite 
the brightness of the moon. 
The theory that Hailey ’s comet has 
lost its tail, which is still floating in 
the eastern sky , and is now generat­ 
ing a new one, was advanced by the 
Rev. Daniel J. McHugh, professor of 
astronomy at De Paul university to­ 
day , say s a Chicago dispatch. 
The 
old tail was forced away from the 
comet by the force of unusual elec­ 
trical repulsion caused by the sun 
spots, which were so prominent W ed­ 
nesday , he thinks. 
“It is my opinion,” said Professor 
McHugh, “ that the comet lost its tail 
some time W ednesday night. 
There 
are records of its having done the 
same thing in 18 35, and it 
is also 
believed that a tail was lost in March 
bf this y ear. 
I also believe that there 
is not the slightest chance of the 
earth’s coming in contact with the 
tail on this visit. 
Combined with the 
solar 
repul­ 
sion caused by the sun spots in forc­ 
ing the old tail away as the a ttra c ­ 
tion of the earth, when the old tail 
broke away it continued in the same 
plane. 
It was seen in the east on 
Thursday morning 
and on 
Friday 
morning it appeared dimmer 
and 
more dissipated. 
I did not see it 
this morning, probably because of 
the haze. 
As the old tail no longer 
receives fresh gas and energy from 
the head of the* comet it will disap­ 
pear in time.

He walks 
on the bread, fruit and v eg etables; he 
sticks in the butter and bathes in the 
milk. 


“Does the fly v isit the p atient sick 
with consump tion, ty p hoid fev er and 
cholera infantum ? 
He does and he 
may call on y ou nex t. 


“Is the fly dang erous? He is man’s 
worst enemy and is more dang erous 
than wild beasts. 


“What disease does the fly carry ? 
He carries ty p hoid fev er, tuberculosis 
and summer comp laint.. 
“How? 
On his leg s and hairy feet. 


“W hat is his correct name? 
The 
ty p hoid fly . 
“Does he ev er kill any one? 
He 
killed more American soldiers in the 
Sp anish-American war than the bul­ 
lets of the Sp aniards. 
“Where is the g reatest number of 
cases of ty p hoid fev er, consump tion 
and summer comp laint? Where there 
are the most flies. 
“Where are there the most flies? 
Where there is the most filth. 
“Why should we kill the house fly ? 
Because he kills us. 
“How shall we destroy the house 
fly ? 
Destroy all the filth around the 
house and y ard. 
“Whereev er y ou see the fly look for 
dirt and remov e it. 
Kill the fly with

Another old soldier and a good citi­ 
zen of Washington has answered the 
last roll call on this earth and in this 
instance it is Squire A. S. Folger, one 
of the b est known of our citizens and 
a mail who has b een honorab ly con- 
>picious in Washington county his­ 
tory for many years, says the Wash­ 
ington, Iowa 
Journal. 
Mr. 
Folger 
died early this morning, at 2 o’clock 
at his home in South Washington, af­ 
ter an illness, the primary cause of 
which dates away 
b ack 
into 
war 
times when he with the thousands of 
>thers answered his 
country’s 
call 
and in the faithful performance of 
their heroic duties contracted physi­ 
cal ailments from which they never 
fully recovered. VDuring the past two 
years Mr. Folger has 
failed 
more 
-apidly than b efore and 
at 
several 
^es since then he has b een very ill 
ai «’ Y < condition was dangerous at 
times. 
H:s last serious illness was 
of c mpara:' 
ly short duration. He 
was down town not many days ago, 
b ut within the past week things took 
a turn for the wTorse and in the past 
two days he failed so rapidly that it 
was was evident he would never ho 
well again. At nine o’clock last even­ 
ing it was noticed that the end was 
ear and at two o’clock this morning 
he quietly b reathed his last. 
Mr. Folger’s full name was Adam 
Smith Folger. 
He was b orn in Rush 
county, Indiana/ August 
18, 
1840, 
and died April 6th, 1910, in Washing­ 
ton, Iowa. 
Mr. Folger spent the first 


monies and estab lished a record in 
that line that has rarely b een dupli­ 
cated in Iowa history. He vj&s a very 
popular magistrate and was at all 
times just in his proceedings. He was 
a memb er of the Wesleyan Methodist 
church, b ut generally 
attended

He was a

Perhaps his greatest devotion 
was to the G. A. R. post in which he 
has at various times held offices of 
honor and trust. 
Mr. Folger’s fad 
was sorghum molasses and 
in 
the 
culture of the cane and in the inven­ 
tion of machinery for the handling of 
the cane he was a successful enthu­ 
siast. He took several medals for the 
invention of.valuab le articles of ma­ 
chinery for the manufacture of sor­ 
ghum and at an International exposi­ 
tion several years ago he received an 
award for‘his exhib ition of sorghum 
sugar. Mr. Folger’s ancestry was one 
of which he might well b e proud as 
indeed he was. 
He could trace his 
parentage b ack at least a dozen gen­ 
erations. Peter Folger, the father of 
the family in this country came here 
from Norwich, England, in the year 
1631. 
He married Mary Morris who 
came over in the Mayflower and he 
and his \vife were b anished from their 
colony for harb oring a quaker and, 
in an open b oat in a snow storm, 
made their way to Nantucket Island, 
where the family estab lished.

Mrs. Folger taught in the 
primary department for a year after 
they were married.

Washington, Iowa, in 1875 and have 
since resided in this city. 
They have 
lived at the present home of the fam­ 
ily for the past 35 years. 
Mr. Fol­ 
ger practiced law in this city and was 
a justice of 
the peace 
for 
many 
years. 
As a Justice ( f the peace ho 
officiated at over 170 marriage oere-

Washington, May 21.—So far as the 
taking of testimony is concerned, the 
inv estigation of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
controv ersy has b een b rou ght to a 
close, and the case has b een set 
for argu ment nex t Friday and Satu r­ 
day . Within fifteen day s after the ar­ 
gu ment cou nsel will su b mit b riefs and 
the committee will then b egin consid­ 
eration of the ev idence looking to a 
final decision. 
There is nothing to indicate when a 
v erdict in the case is to b e ex p ected 
ex cep t that some of the memb ers of 
the committee hav e intimated that 
there will not b e a decision b efore nex t 
Decemb er. The record comp rises ov er 
5 ,000 p ages, Senator Root has sailed 
for Eu rop e to b e gone u ntil late in the 
su mmer, and some of the Rep u b lican 
leaders b eliev e there shou ld b e no 
haste in b ringing the case to a final 
issu e. 
It has b een su ggested that b y 
holding it ov er u ntil the nex t session 
of congress, mu ch of the b itterness 
that has characterized the controv ersy 
will hav e died down and the v erdict 
will b e receiv ed in a b etter sp irit b y 
the pu b lic. 
Howev er, it has b ecome known that 
the minority is not disp osed to y ield 
to the su ggestion that the v erdict b e 
deferred, and it will not b e su rp rising 
if the Democrats insist on some sort 
of a rep ort, ev en if it is only their own 
minority rep ort, withou t any u nneces­ 
sary delay . In fix ing the date for ar 
gu ment and other matters incidental 
to the closing of the case, the commit 
tee was u nanimou s fp r the first tim 
since the inqu iry b egan. 
Attorney Vertrees for Secretary Hal 
linger informed the committee that he 
did not care to p resent any argu ment 
as he did not regard it as essential 
b u t memb ers of the committee stated 
that they regarded argu ment b y cou n­ 
sel as imp ortant, and Mr. Vertrees ac 
qu iesced. Fiv e hou rs will b e occu pied 
b y each side. Mr. Brandéis, rep resent 
ing L. R. Glav is, and Mr. Pep p er, rep 
resenting former Forester Gifford Pin- 
chot, will open, occu p y ing the major 
p ortion of the time. Mr. Vertrees will 
follow for Secretary Ballinger and Mr. 
Brandéis and 
Mr. Pep p er will then 
close b riefly . 
Cou nsel for Mr. Pinchot reserv ed 
the right to offer some docu mentary 
ev idence relativ e to the charge made 
b y Secretary Ballinger that the for­ 
estry b u reau had wasted ov er $700,000 
in administering the Menominee In 
dian reserv ation in Wisconsin, and 
other docu mentary ev idence of u nim 
p ortant character may b e p u t in the 
record b y Mr. Brandéis and Mr. Ver 
trees. To all p ractical p u rp oses, how 
ev er, the case is closed.
